Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Several points of discrepancy were discussed between the examiner 
and Mr. Rubin. First, it is unclear from the claim language that the word "element" as used in "and X is at least one 
element other than M or Y" is in reference to a periodic table element. The examiner suggested placing the limitation 
of claim 9 into claim 1 to clarify exactly what the applicant is claiming as the X component. The applicant asserted that 
it is unclear how the examiner has taken the position that a resinous X-Y material that encapsulates the M component 
reads on the applicant's claimed invention. The examiner clarified that he has interpreted the claim to mean only that 
the M component is in granular form and the X-Y component can be in any form -- not necessarily a granular form. 
The teachings of Yoshida et al. demonstrate that it is notoriously well known in the art to encapsulate a magnetic 
granular material in an X-Y matrix (Col. 4, lines 59-67). The examiner suggested defining the entire M-X-Y in granular 
form rather than just the M component to better define the M-X-Y composition. Supervisor Pyon and Mr. Rubin 
tangentially discussed the fact that the claim language in claim 1 is overly broad with regards to the X component and it 
was again suggested that claim 9 be inserted into claim 1 to facilitate clarity. Ultimately, it is the examiner's position 
that if the limitations of claim 5 and 9 are inserted into claim 1 , the independent claim 1 would be in a better position for 
allowance . 
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
